The number of portable cribs reported coincides with the 
remaining funds in our PA contract and does not reflect the actual 
number of portable cribs distributed by CoH. We have tentatively 
used other funding to accommodate the ongoing need. The actual 
number of portable cribs distributed by CoH this quarter is more 
than double the reported figure. We are excited about the 
additional funding in our PA contract, which will begin July 1, 2017, 
so we can continue to accommodate this growing need.

Cradle of Hope has also seen an 
interest from pregnant women accessing our website for resource 
information based on the email messages we have received. We 
also continue to add to our plethora of online resources.

Challenges: As awareness of the Cradle of Hope Safe Slumber Program grows, we have seen an increased interest from agencies wanting to 
become a CoH Partnering Agency. This has also led to an increased number of portable cribs being distributed. We are thankful for additional 
funding received through the Positive Alternatives contract so we can continue to accommodate this growing need. 

Comments: 

Before an agency becomes an official CoH Partnering Agency, they submit an application and participate in a screening process conducted by the 
CoH Director of Programs. The agency's mission is reviewed and information is gathered to determine if the agency meets CoH standards. In 
addition, other information is collected such as the size of their program, capacity to submit online applications, crib inventory needed, and crib 
site specifics for the crib ordering process. It is anticipated that with the hire of a full-time Safe Slumber Program Manager, CoH will be able to 
meet the increased need for portable cribs and continue to add to its partnering agencies across the state.
